A VOICE FROM ARIZONA. 


Some Sound Sense from a Sensible 
Times Correspondent. . 


What is Being Done in Arizona Vontrasted 
with What Should be Done—A Mounted 
Police a Necessity. 


Tucson, Jan. 16, 1882. 

The late Indian trouble here has cost 
our government an enormous expendi- 
ture—more than enough, no doubt, 
honestly used, to have boarded tlhe 
whole military force of Arizona at the 
Palace Hotel of San Francisco and given 
to the officers and men excursions up 
and down the bay for their health during 
the six months of the encounter. 
rather questionable, too, if it would not 
have been much more creditable, at 
least to the department, if this had 
been done, than to have left the doubt- 
ful record they have made for efficiency 
as Indian exterminators. Red tape and 
jealousy are frail weapons to bring to 
the front, even against poor Lo, and 
there was so much of that going on as 
to leave but little time for aught else 
except waiting for assistance and to 
give the redskins qa chance to escape, 
which they did. This farce and these 
troubles magnified, greatly to the ag- 
grandizement of our brave boys in blue,

Life has been and is taken daily, ma- 
rauding and cattle stealing, stage robbing 
and high-handed intimidation are but 
the common occurrences of every day. 
So far and to such an extent has this 
been carried on that it threatens to 
fairly paralyze the country. No one is 
safe from outrage of some kind or oth- 
er outside of organized and settled com- 
munities. Why cannot and why does 
not the government make an effort? 
What better use for the people, and to 
what better purpose for themselves, 
could the soldiers now in the Territory 
be put than to be turned into a regular- 
ly organized and thoroughly equipped 
mounted police. They could thus be 
made efficient in the extreme, used in 
scouring the whole country under good, 
determined officers and with thorough 
system they would soon clear the com- 
munity of every dangerous character 
now in it, and this Territory would then 
be perfectly safe for life and property. 

Government should, and it is its duty 
to afford escorts, strong enough to guard 
bullion shipments and to protect pas- 
sengers from being robbed and mur- 
dered at will by ruthless villains. The 
ainful announéement lately appeared 
in one of the Tombstone papers that 
Wells, Fargo & Co., the greatest, as it 
is one of the best institutions for as- 
sisting and fostering commercial and 
other enterprises with which the Pacific 
coast has ever been blessed, will be 
compelled to withdraw their offices, 

having no protection, from places of 
such importance, and from which the 
shipments of bullion and money are so 
large as Tombstone and Bisbie because 
robberies are so frequent. A sad hom- 
ily this for the world to contemplate 
when one of the largest, as it is one of 
the most powerful common carriers, is 
forced to abandon its business leaving 
the public to suffer and be sadly per- 
plexed and inconvenienced because our 
powerful Government fails to see the 
necessity of agen | doing its duty to its 
people. Less politics and more pro- 
tection would be a pleasing change. 

Thé bushmen of the Australias, many 
of them originally convicts, villains of 
the deepest, blackest dye, men to whom 
our cowboys, for cold-blooded, murder- 
ous villainy could not hold a candle, 
began a reign of terror in the mines 
there, inaugurating high-handed mur- 
der and robbery. The English Govern- 
ment soon established the mounted po- 
lice and escort system, and life and 
property was ever after perfectly safe. 

In a frontier country like Arizona some- 
thing ought to and must be done, and 
the sooner the better for the Territory, 
the better for the credit of our Govern- 
ment, the better for the soldier and the 
better for the officers of our at present 
very inefficient army, which passes its 
time playfully scouting and trying how 
not to catch the noble red man. The 
whole press of Arizona should join in 
keeping their grievances before the 
Government. Make Rome howl, gen- 
tlemen.

Evils of Cottonwood Trees. 


A corresponilent of the San Bernar- 
dino Index says: In my various avo. 
cations in this state I have become quite 
familiar with the blue gum or eucalyp- 
tus and cottonwood timber. While the 


cottonwood is decidedly the opposite. 
I will cite a few instances in point: 
From 1850 to 1865 the culture of cotton- 
wood trees was promoted in and around 
the premises of Mr. Briggs, Yolo coun. 
ty, around his dwellings and among his 
truit trees. His family became un- 
healthy. The cause was attributed to 
the poisonous effects of the air inhaled 
from the luxuriant growth, and fumes 
inhaled from the trees, connected with 
the fine, fibrous dust or cotten from the 
trees. The trees were destroyed and 
health followed, which was a gratify- 
ing result. On the Tuolumne river a 
very similar incident occurred at the 
place of Messrs. Sawyer & Clark, near 
the Pacheco Pass, and seven miles seuth 
of Hill’s Ferry, in 1873, Mr. Clark vis- 
ited his friends east, previously callin 

the attention of his foreman to the ba 

taste of their water. On his return, 
three months later, he found that the 
foreman had sickened and died, while 
the whole force was sick. The well 
was cleared out to a depth of twenty 
fect, and it was found that the cotton- 
wood tree had shed some leaves into 
the well and also that the roots had 
pen *trated sufficiently to touch the water 
twelve feet from the surtace. The trees 
were destroyed and health restored,
